Wifty per cent. of the tlindnesss in 
the Dominion could he prevented ir 
proper measures were taken by 
those liable to suffer injury to their 
eyes while at work or play declared 
Major A. N, Timmins, general man- 
ager of the Canadian National In- 
stitute of the Blind at a meeting ot 
provincial field officials at the offces 
in Regina. 

Major Timmins is touring the 
country to observe the work of the 
institute and in his short talk 
pointed out the need of an intell: 
gent and intensive training for the 
blind. He declared that with such 
training the blind could work at.al- 
most any occupation hesides 
tandard basketwork, reed werk and 
broom making. In Saskatchewan 
alone, he said, some 150 blind per- 
sons would thus be enabled to carn 
their own living and not be © bur- 
den on society. 

He said that over $100,000 wortn 
of goods made by the blind had 
been sold in this province in 19238 
by the sales department through 
women’s organizations, Of this sum 
the broom sales amounted to $25,000.

There is the keenest kind 
of rivalry between these two giant systems for rights into certain sections 
of this territory, with the result that a battle royal will take place at} 
Ottawa when Parliament assembles. 

One thing emerges quite clearly from the situation that has developed 
with almost startling suddenness, and that is, that, despite all former 
statements and predictions to the contrary, the railway managements of 
Canada are now convinced of the cnormous weulth of natural resources 
in the more northerly portions of Canada and of the suceess of the Hudson 
Bay Railway and Hudson Bay route to the markets of the old world. |

Can you imagine a railroad train 
with locomotive and cars rigged out 
with sails? Such a sight was com- 
mon on at least one American rail-

Iraq Is Not Sumctently Prepared to 
Defend Itself 

London.---Differences between the 
British and Iraq governments over 
the ability or otherwise of Iraq to 
defend itself have resulted in the 
resignation of the Iraq cabinet un- 
der Premier Aska Jafar Pasha of 
Askeri, 

The British authoritics hold the 
view that Iraq, placed under Brit- 
| ain's protection after the war, is not 
yet ready to assume full responsi- 
biity for its defence. 

A treaty between the British and 
Iraq governments in 1923 provides 
the responsibilities of Great Britain 
as a mandatory power shall be ter- 
minated when Iraq is admitted to 
the League of Nations. 

Iraq has a population of nearly 
2,000,000, practically all Mohammoe- 
dans, Its chief city is Bagdad, and 
the territory is east of Arabia, com- 
prising 150,000 square miles.
